'■ Year bj vor.r there comes from a 
' hard-working publiu office the silent 
refatatiou of much uoisv argumont. 
Wliilo profarisoi'.s prato the oiuigrnlion 
rotur^ia, the Board of Tnide toll ub 
what we aravdoing. We ore not, as 
-tlife'"Ifo'r'm'di'' would have ua, sficlcing 
nwith all our might, liko limpets to n 
rock or burnacles to the poor wreck of 
■ our old glory, bat living off, a tliou- 
sand a da}', to cover the seas and re- 
plenish the earth. We are not demand- 
; in^.i ifoiir.. acres of barren oommon 
' "apiecfe f dr' 6iir-children -to starve upon 
and their children to fight for, but 
aproading ourselves over regions with- 
out, ay yet, laiulowuers. Game Laws, 
or Enclosure Acts. Led by a superi- 
or instinct, our people see a hand pro- 
^Is'drs'cannot see, and ■ hear a voice 
they cannot hear. They feel that the 
whole earth is the home of bravo men. 
Wo neod not quarrel for a frontier 
when wo spontaneously occupy tha 
world. It is a conque-st without blood 
or revenges to come. Thero is no such 
• history, no such succession of triumphs, 
no such foundation for the best of em- 
pires, which is built on pence and good 
will, as that told in a few pages of 
figures before us. It liappoua just to 
have succeeded a i^eriod of a strangely 
dilTereut character, when men had an- 
other value, and money another use, 
and when men were eucouragetl to 
multiply that they might repair 
the waste of war. In the year 1815 
there was, for the first time, some faint 
. hope that we should not be always at 
war with the United States, and that a 
British colonist might employ his time 
., more proiitably than in maiming fort- 
resses and repelling inroads. So from 
the British Isle3 there went forth G80 
adventurous persons to the North 
American colo.oios, 1,209 to the (Uni- 
ted States, and 192 to other places. 
Then camo a series ot the worst j'oars 
know.i to Bri! isli coniuicrce and in- 
dustry, i'ariutjrs did but share a 
widespread ruin. They cauld nut p:iy 
the stipulated rents, and what was 
worse, the people couldhardly eat their 
bread, for the wheat did not fully ri- 
pen for several years, imd when good 
roread did appear it was known to bo 
of American lluur. This and discon- 
tent gave the ni'st iniDulso to cniigra- 
tion; and in the first five years after 
the war there was a total emigration of 
97,799, nearly all of it to America, but 
about two thirds of it to the still loyal 
colonies. T'i!3 Slates still liad a third, 
but thoir jx'iiuc.il frieudn hero did not 
manage their cause w(,-ll; for while the 
total emigration in the nc.Kt qiun- 
quonaial ^period — namely, from 1820 
to IHii inclusive — was very nearly the 
^Ban)0,the colonios had three-f(Mirtlis of 
it. The tidn of f'::);;.Tati()ii had some- 
what turiU'd at i'l;-' l,i-:L dali-', owing ton 
Kcidden gush u.' jiius^ioriiy and oulor- 
prise at home leinpt.ing [jooplo to stuy 
and make their fortuneB without work- 
ing for thoin. Tliat iTeliisi'bn vanished, 
emigration w;is ro,-iuined, and in tiie 
rlivo year.i ending 182L) the total emi- 
gration was 1 24, 081, pnitty ocjually di- 
vided between the Cidonicri and the 
States,' while AusLr.ilia and Now Zea- 
land began to slnnv themselves. By 
jthis time a sinyller and , preparatory 
Irish, "ekodus," urged by famine, had 
"serin. Ill the next five years ending 
18131 the tfttal emigration, again in a 
greater 'pro|)brtion to the colonies, 
mounted up to 3Sl,Dr)(3 or more tiian 
three tiiuos the t(;tal of the preceding 
pefiod. By the cud of live more 
yitaa — that is, 1839 — the emigration 
t'o A-UstralifV ^ml New 2Joi»land had be- 
gun to rival tliat to the American col- 
onios ar.--.l Staten; bat yet tlusro was a 
little falling off in the total, wdiich 
was 287,358. Tho stream, however, 
now began to rise, and in tho live 
years ending 1811 the total Avas '1(55,- 
577, the United States having the most 
of it. Tho total would have been 
much greater but for n roe.urrcnco of 
that inllation vidiicli seoins a dcoonnial 
0})idomic of this eounLiy. Thus, at 
tho highest point enii;f ration hud yet 
Zflaeh^d,,^he avorago fronaj t^jB^e.,isle? 
to all the world was not mora ' than 
about ninety thousand .t yoav.

in onr Australian colonios; it has seen 
steam gradually, and at last' almost 
entirely, taking the place of the sail- 
ing vessels for the conveyance of pas- 
sengers, and also the growth of a con- 
tinental emigration lying with our 
own. Those cause.? pi-oolaim theni- 
.selves in the greatly increased totals 
of the next five; quinquennial periods 
ending in 18(59. They are l,0'2t),2t)l), 
1,038,913, 800,010, 771,111, 1,001,988. 
Fi'om the same cau.sos it has resulted 
' that by far the greater part of this 
emigration has been to the United 
States — though checked for a time by 
iho civil war— andr that Australia and 
South Africa have together had a lai-- 
ger share than •our -North- American 
Colonies. A very successive period of 
emigration seems to moan more than 
it did before, latterly at all events. 
Tho number for the last four year.s 
has surpassed those of every ]irovious 
period of five year-s, excepting oidy 
lIio exodus immediately prompted by 
the great Irish famine. Tho total for 
tho four years is 1,115,200. It is the 
year 1873 we are now most concerned 
with. In it the emigration was 310,- 
()1'2. Its component parts and its dis- 
tribution are matters of great interest 
to every Englishman, affecting as they 
do both tho immediate 'and tho ulti- 
mate fortune of our race. As regards 
the quotas from tho United Kingdom, 
232,285 went from Jingland, 24,52(i 
from Scotland, and 53,201 from Ire- 
land.' The particulars of their des- 
tination may suggest some satis- 
faction that we have now no dif- 
ference to speak of with tho eiti- 
i^ens of the United States, and may 
look upon them simply as our brothers 
in language,law3 aad'mwjy sotjLsl) tra- 
ditions. Of the whole number 233,073 
went to the United States; 37,209 to 
British North America; 26 428 to Aus- 
tralasia; and 13,903 to other places. 
As to tho nationality, which is the 
point of most immediate interest, 120- 
313 were English, 21,310 were Scotch, 
83,092 were IriBb, and 72,198 were 
foreigners, tho nationality of the re- 
mainder not being ascertained. Tho 
emigrants to our own colonies in all 
parts of tho world have been English 
in the proportion of nearly two to one. 
But it is no inoonaiderable fact that 
in one year 72,000 foreigners have 
added thomsolvos to the great English- 
speaking L'ommunity, and that 85,00U 
Ii-ish have fused themselves into a 
mixed population where thoy will ccrUin- 
ly gain muoh, even it they loso soaie- 
thing. Considering that after a few 
years the lessor nationality must bo ab- 
sorbed in tlio larger, wo must regard all 
this emigration as British. It ia wo of 
these lalca who have added to t.ha vast 
Euglish-speaking communities stationed 
round the earth; in a single year the 
population of 500 goodsized ooantrySvi;- 
lagos, or of a hun.Ifi'd uiurket towns— h 
[)0|)uiation fXcaa.vUnf,' that of ni:wiy 
States whieli have mado a figure iu hib- 
tory. 

Tho English are now taking the lead in 
emigration, outnumbering tho Iriah last 
.year in the proportion of tliree to two 
through still far below the Irish when tho 
resji'.'utive pojjul.itioiis aro taken into 
ueconut. Of iho unmarried emigrants 
last year, 113,002 were men, and only 57,- 
717, or not half, were women. The re- 
mi ttanoes made for Irish emigrants bj* 
their friends in America ■were far more 
than Huiru'iunt to defray tho ontiro cost 
of the emigration at tiio present nito-for 
steerage pussengcrs— vi/,., six guineas 
per adult— and, probably, wero in- 
tended to cover outfit, tools, 
and other eipen»9s. The mor- 
tality on board tho passenger iihips to 
North America has been inindi under tho 
.ivorage death-rnto .uuong all classes in 
tho United Kingdom. Thero were two 
sad disasters to passciigur ships hist year 
-Iho running down of the ^■orthlleet 
while at anchor in tho Channel, and tho 
wreok of tho Atlantic off Halifax. Two 
other ships wero wrecked without any 
loss of life, IJnt tiiia was out of 085 pas- 
senger «hii).v Tho loss of lifo was less 
than one in four hundred passengers out 
of ilin whole iuunl)ei- embarked. I'or tiie 
piesent, wo liavo not touched on tho in- 
teresting question of oooupations, ohielly 
because tho de.scriptiona of emigrants are 
generally careless and 'inaccurate. It is 
iinposHihlo iu'theso tables, for example, 
to (listinguiah between "labqurers," in 
the general aenso of tho 'arm, and all the 
varieties of tho agrieultnral labourer. 
LUit this wo may ohsorvc: Upon tlio 
wliolo, tho artiriane, tho mechanics, tho 
craftPmen, tradebmon, professional men 
of all kinds, exceed the labourers in tho 
proiH^i-tion of tlu'co to one. Yet those 
me tlio cbissfs which liaveiiUely Ijoen call- 
ed so prosperous, so well paid.so sure of 
thoir state, in oompai-ipon with the asri- 
cultdj^al latfdurer. ,'''^i.'Un V.'U-:

THE SEASON'S WORK. 



The Tftvious parties employed in 
surveying for the Canadian Pacific 
Railway in thia Province have gone in- 
to winter quarters, and having wntcli- 
ed closely the progress and oporation 
of the routes, a brief glance at the 
season's work may not be considered 
out of place. The programme as de- 

-&51ed*ihMr. Smith's report of- Jan. 
Ist 1874, was asYollows': : 

J^;?*"'Jsfc. "A line should be surveyed 

"Iroin the valley of the North Thomp- 
son up that of Blue lliver, thence 
across to the Fraser by the route part- 
ly explored last autumn." 

i'^^;Siiidi;•';^;fJTke'8^^ shotild be con-, 
tinued acros's tlie Fraser and Chilco- 
tin plains, with the object of avoiding 
or reducing the heaviest portions of 
the work on the line surveyed in 
1872." 

3rd. "Should this line not prove 
i^tisl^otpry, and .he deemed advisa- 
ble to try a route further North, then 

a survey should be made on a line as 
direct as practicable from Tatla Lake 
to Giscome Portage, at the great bend 
of the Fraser above Fort George." 
» I Early in May an exploration was 

* made from the North Thompson by 
Blue River across the 01eftrwater,join- 
ing a lino of exploration made in tlio 
Autumn of 1873 from the wagon road 
Eastward. That part of this line from 
the North Thompson to Clearwater 
proving unsatisfactory, an exjoloration 
was subsequently made up the Clear- 
water to its source, and thence across 
the divide to the Cariboo Fork of the 
North Thpinpsbn^ wiUi no . fatdrahle 
result. 

On the 9th of Mn,y, the Chief En- 
gineer, with four Divisional Engineers 
and staff, arrived in Victoria. Three 

• full parties were immediately organiz- 
ed and dispatched to the Mainland. 
Two of those parties undertook the 
survey of Fraser from Tete Jaune 
CacHetd'Fort Gporge — one proceed- 
ing up the North Thompson to the 

. Cache , the other up the Fraser to.F^ i. 
' George, commencing the line to meet 
._. ;each other from these respective 
' points. 

■\. The third party was sent to Tatla 
^Xak^,tp.sui;^ from, thence by the 
^■Chucbitin.'B'lack' River and Chilaco to 
Fort George. By the end of June all 
the parties, completely equipped, with 
pack trains and full supplies of provi- 
sions, had got to their several destina- 
tions, and work was vigorously com- 
,^'viaiBftcjBd.., ' 

In tlie meantime the Chief Engineer 
organized two supplementary explori ng 
narties. One to examine the country 
between the Valley of the Lower Fra- 
. ser, from the Coquahalla River south- 
wards and the Somilkameu courtry — 
with a view of thoroughly testing the 
possibility of avoiding the rough Can- 
ons above Yale by entering the Fraser 
valley below them, the other to test 
the practicability of penetrating from 
some of the Inlets lying north of the 
52nd parallel through the Cascade 
Range 'to. the plateau or lake country 
in order to give a more direct westvfard 
course to the line from Fort George 
and at the same time to avoid the 
heavy works on the Homathco. Both 
these exploring parties were visited 
and directed by the Chief Engineer. 
Two more parties were subsequen tly 
.^formed — one of which was engaged in 
. "improving the line across the i'raticr 
and Chilcotin Plains, and latterly in 
surveying from Yalo up the Valley of 
the Eraser; the other ir running a lino 
from Hope towards Burrard Inlet. 
I The Chief En^neer, after having 
made all arrangements necessary for 
the vigorous prosecution of the sur- 
veys, made up a j^a.ity for the pur2)o.se 
of exploring that part of the country 
lying between the Fraser Kivur, and 
the Cascades, and bounded on the 
north and south by the 54th and 53rd 
parallel of N. latitude respectively. 
This party, under the personal man- 
agement of the Engineer-in-Chief, 
struck westward fi'ora Quo.snel, cross- 
ed the divide or waterslied of t.lio lake 
country to a tributary of Salmon, or 
Pean River; then turned boldly north- 
irard along the eastern skirts of the 
Oascades, crossing seven sum- 
mits and innumerable streams, to Fran- 
oois Lake, which was explored to its 
eastern extremity. 

It is expected that the party explor- 
ing along the coast wiUJein thia line 
at one or more points. Exhaustive ez- 

Slorations have also been made by the 
Ihief Engineer, of the country by 
Nicola, Kamloops, Okanagon, &c. All 
the parties finished their work by the 
end of October or early in November, 
in a manner which reflects infinite cre- 
dit on both the general organization 
.andi-efficiency of the staff. The results 
'of the above surveys are very import- 
ant, as reducing the problem of route 
to nearly a manageable shape, and al- 
though more information of a practic- 
al nature may yet be required, it is 
^klmoat certain that all the formidable 
diiHoultiea have been overcome, and 
that at an early day the location will 
bo commenced. 

The exploratory durvoya cover a vaat 
area of oountrv, and extended over a 
difttanco of about lOM miles. The in- 
ntrumontal gurvoya aniouiil to i)ot loan 
than C25 miles, making » grand total cf 
about 1700 miles eitRlored.aafl; snryeyed 
from the end of June till the end of Oo- 
tobor. During no other soason since the 
fuBt o'hnin was strotclicd on the 0. P. R. 
•urvoys in British Columbia has nuoh a 
VBBt.aiiipunt of valuable information boon 
"gaiuod, ami wo do not think it irould 



really useful work has beou uccouipliHli- 
ed than iluriug all tl\o former HeasoiiH — 
certainly at a very unich less oiitlny. Tlio 
staff is in the highest state of oilicienoy, 
and the whole arrangements for the past 
Bcaaon have been carried, out with a zeal, 
ability and caro worthy of tho eminent 
engineer in charge of the western seption 
of our great con tineutalihigh way— that is

The late letter of- Arebdoaoon (.Woods, 
in which ho announoed bis belief in the 

doctrine of Apostolic Succession, puro 
and simple, has but added fuel to tho 
theological flame which was already burn- 
ing briglitly iu this community. Several 
oxcolluLt letters have already appeared to 
refute tho Archdeacon's position; and at 
tho Reformed Episcopal Church ou Sun- 
day last Rev. Mr. Cridge made the follow- 
ing rofQrenoe in his sermon to the sub- 
ject: — 

This is not the doctrine of tho Church 
itself; it is tho doctrine of ages past, and 
tho traotarian party are seeking every- 
where to revive it. It is advanced witli- 
out disguise or reserve by those who wish 
again to bring you into subjection. Rit- 
ualism itself is now in tho background; 
that is only the flower; r/ii's tho root. This 
is, I know, quite plain to you. You are 
able even of .^our own, selves to iirefnto 
those pretensions, and to see through the 
veil. , ■ -It.! . . 

But when the men of this orderprofess 
all at once so ardent a desire for the sal- 
vation of your souls, it is for you to ask 
what arc tho offoots of the system to ao- 
parato from which is a deadly sin '? Is it 
this system which will advance most pf- 
feotually that for which Cliriiit died: the 
salvatioft' o^ men 'i* Does it so promote 
the odifioiitlon and purity of tho Church 
as to cdrailie'rid itself to men generally as 
ths right system — tho true Apostolical 
system ? 

Tho Saviour furnishes us with n text 
by which to try thing.s of this sort. "By 
thoir fruits wo shall know thoin." Leav- 
ing out personSr let us ask what aro tlio 
fruits of this system, its bearing on tho 
salvation "of mon?"Tt'may be briefly sum- 
mod up thus: Lot souls perish wiio will 
not bo saved by us. Ijct outcasts and 
orphans rouiain outcasts rathor than 
unito with those outside our pale, though 
a generation may pass beforo we may bo 
able to rostoro them alone. Let a com- 
munity or oongregation'"go without tho 
ministration of religion rather than any 
who are not of our order should minister. 
Lot character, wisdom, success, piety, bo 
nothing; but let tho possession of priestly 
authority cover all defects. If any pro- 
aumo to minister without our auiliority, 
let him be deposed from the ministry. If 
any go odt frotin bnr'dotemuni6n,let'thom 
be as cut off from Christ and shnt oat 
from Heaven. If any want the consola- 
tion of tho Sacrament, let it bo denied 
to him, unless ho will conform to our 
tenets and lites. 

Such is tho working of this system, 
not only here, but all , over the church 
where, the traotairiani body boars sway. 
Are these the laws of Jesus, who said, 
"Go and preach the glad news to overy 
creature'?" "By their fruits ye shall know 
tliem." I am suro that all tiioir professed 
pity for your souls, and all thoir praj'ora 
for your restoration to the true fold will 
have little effect for you, until 'they can 
justify these things to your conscience 
and understanding. 

Bear with me while I contrast with this 
system that which I believe tho provid- 
ence of God has prepared for us. 

In this return to tho good old paths, 
we lift up tho standard of Christian liber- 
ty, and ])roclaim tho equality of churches 
which hold the pure faith, and of the 
ministry. There is no medium between 
this equality and tho oxchisivo system 
which we aro withstanding. 

We say that if in any C.13Q there bo no 
one of our own order to feed tho flock, 
tho congregation shall bo at liberty to 
avail tbemsfllves of the services of any 
duly ordained and faithful minister, to 
supply the want. Should there be a 
church of ours in a settlement without a 
ir.inistor to preach in it, wu will not allow 
tho pooploto be without divine service cn 
protenco that wo alono have tho true min- 
istrations of Clirist. If a minister of our 
own body prefer to join another Commu- 
nion, we do not follow him with oensures 
or excommunication, but give him a lot- 
tor of dismissal if, by his good conduct, 
ho have deserved it. If a brother or a 
sister of another Communion dosiro to 
jmrtako of tho Lord's Sujjper with ua, wu 
do not reject him because tho hands of a 
Bisho]) have not been laid upon him, but 
say, "Welcome to the Table of our Lord, 
which is open to all sinoero christians." 

These aro the things which, wo believe, 
conduce to edilioation and brotiiorly love, 
and salvation of men. .A.ud thoso indeed 
aro tho principles of our good old church 
at the bottom, though somo things of 
ancient date have crept in, or hav* beou 
insidiously introduced. 

Lot us maintain thoso principles with 
charity, and without bitterness to those 
with whom wo once worshipped.
